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Israel , Egypt 
In Air Duel 
Across Canal 


Raids Follow Mortar 
And Artillery Action 


TEL AVTV, Fieb. 25 (DPT.— 
Israel and Egypt traded air strikes 
across the Sues Canal today. 

Egyptian planes attacked two 
Israeli positions In the northern 
sector of the canal about 4 pm. 
local time, an Israeli military 
spokesman said, adding that there 
were no casualties among Israeli 
forces. 

Israeli jets swept across the canal 
two hours earlier and pounded 
Egyptian military Installations in 
the central sector for 75 minutes, 
the spokesman said. AH the Israeli 
planes returned safely, he said. 

Artillery D taels 

The airstrike came in the wake 
of fierce Egyptian -Israeli artillery 
and mortar duels in the southern 
sector of the Suez Canal yesterday. 

A spokesman said that an Israeli 
Army officer was killed In the ex- 
changes and thpt a civilian and 
two soldiers were Injured. 

Egyptian artillery and anti-air- 
craft batteries and personnel were 
the target of today's air strike, the 
spokesman said. 

Attack From Lebanon 

Israeli civilian workers were fir- 
ed on from Lebanon this morning, 
an Israeli military spokesman an- 
nounced. 

He said the attack took place 
near Mlsgav Am. an Israeli settle- 
ment. five miles north of the Le- 
banese border in the upper Gali- 
lee. The territory on the Lebanese 
side of the border Is known to be 
under Arab guerrilla control. 

The spokesmen said a flanking 
force of Israeli troops returned the 
fire. There were no Israeli casual- 
ties. 

A senior Israeli military officer 
said yesterday that guerrilla at- 
tacks from Lebanon were reaching 
serious proportions.

Egypt Says 2 U.S. Oil Firms 
Face No Risk of Expulsion

CAIRO. Feb. 25 (NYTh— The 
government spokesman of the 
United Arab Republic Indicated to- 
day that two U.S. oil companies 
operating here face no risk of ex- 
pulsion as part of threatened Arab 
world economic retaliation, against 
the United States for support of 
Israel. 

Egypt's arrangements with the two 
companies, the Philips Petroleum 
Corp. and the Amoco- IT AR Oil Co., 
are on a “purely commercial basis.” 
explained the spokesman. Dr. 
Ahmed Esmat Abdel Meguld. 

Commenting at his bi-weekly 
news conference on growing de- 
mands in the Arab world for the 
liquidation of US. economic In- 
terests. Mr. Meguld said: "There, 
are no UJS. economic Interests in 
the UAJL" 

“Our dealings with foreign oil 
companies, American or others, are 
on a purely commercial basis In 
which the Egyptian government 
receives 75 percent and the invest- 
ing companies 25 percent." 

Anti-Israeli Conference 

Earlier this month, leaders of five 
Arab countries meeting In Cairo 
for an anti-Israeli strategy con- 
ference warned in a communique 
that the Arabs will not stand by 
and see their resources and wealth 
exploited by lrlends and benefactors 
of Israel. 

As was later made clear, this 
warning was aimed specifically at 
the United States, which receives 
more than $2 billion annually from 
the operation of U5. companies In 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Libya and 
other Arab countries. 

The revolutionary leadership of 
Libya has implied on a number of 
occasions that It is ready to take 
action against U.S. on companies 
if this is judged beneficial to the 
Arab struggle against Israel. UB. 
earnings from profit transfers and 
other aspects of the Libyan con- 
cessions are believed to be nearly 
$1 billion a year. 

The five countries that issued 
the oil warning were Egypt, Jor- 
dan, Syria., Iraq and the Sudan. 

Three days later. Iraq announc- 
ed that no further oil concessions 
would be granted to Western com- 
panies. The Soviet Union has un- 
dertaken to assist Iraq in develop- 
ing new oil fields. 

Saudi Arabia and Kuwait have 
given no indication of willingness 
to use their oil as a weapon, citing 
instead their urgent need of oil 


revenues for development plans. 

Despite the generally abaky rela- 
tions between Egypt and the Unit- 
ed States, Cairo has worked out ar- 
rangements with Phillips, an in- 
dependent operator, and Anaoco- 
UAR, a subsidiary of Standard of 
Indiana, that appear satisfactory 
to both sides. 

Both companies have made major 
discoveries in Egypt in the past 
several years and are continuing to 
invest millions annually in explora- 
tion and development.

Police said they have learned 
that Jahwer and Qaddcumi rent- 
ed rooms In the Sauna Hotel in 
Frankfurt from Feb. 16. 

Searchers later discovered solder- 
ing tin, wires and a battery in the 
room. Police assumed these were 
left after the explosive packet was 
completed. 

Altimeter Was Purchased 

The two men purchased an alti- 
meter in a Frankfurt store and 
may have used it to detonate the 
bomb when the plane reached a 
certain height, police added. 

In Munich, meanwhile, police said 
today some 15,000 posters 
for information on the fire two 
weeks ago in a Jewish old people's 
home there are to be distributed 
in Munich and surrounding areas. 

The circulars, written in seven 
languages, carry a picture of a 
gasoline can similar to the one 
found at the scene of the Feb. 13 
fire, which took the lives of seven 
elderly persons.

MUNICH, Feb. 25 rR enters). — 
Senior justice officials in Munich 
were given police protection today 
after a wave of threats.

Yesterday Nuremberg police re- 
ceived a call from a man speaking 
with a strong foreign accent who 
said three men armed with sub- 
machine guns were on their way to 
Munich to deal with Mr. Losses. 

On Monday, unknown attackers 
threw fire bombs at the home of 
Munich Criminal Court Judge Al- 
bert Welti In the second such in- 
cident in less than a month. He 
was unharmed but some furniture 
was set on fire.

These quoted 
Mr. Godley as having declared that 
the embassy had “lost interest In 
helping out the press" after three 
newsmen had been seized by 
Laotian troops for looking into 
secret areas. 

The State Department later an- 
nounced that Mr. Godley had been 
cabled for comment and declared 
he had never made such a state- 
ment.

His 1,500-word speech mostly 
stressed a philosophical objective 
of peace and nearly two centuries 

of Pranco-Amerlcan friendship. 

"It Is a living, active friendship 
because over arid above Interests 
which cannot help but sometimes 
diverge, there are common Meals 
which unite us and c omm a n d our 
action,” he said. 

The alliance binding France and 
America, he said, “has no other 
aim but to defend . . . our free- 
dom. It threatens no one, it 

rejects all spirit of aggression." 

But, apparently sensing that 
American public opinion was sus- 
picious of French intentions in tbe 
Middle East conflict, Mr. Pompidou 
used the congressional forum to 
declare: 

"Faithful to the United Nations

Actor Conrad Nagel Dies at 73; 
Had Long Stage, Movie Career 


NEW YORK, Feb. 25 (NTT).— 


Conrad NageL, 73, the actor, was 
found dead yesterday in his home 
here. 

The distinguished actor began 
his Broadway career in "Forever 
After” in 1913 and then went on 
to become one of the leading stars 
of the silent screen. He was also 
one of the few to make the transi- 
tion to talking pictures. 

During 14 years of ma k i n g films 
he appeared in 150 features— the 
first, "Little Woman," in 1910. 
Thirty-one of the films were made 
in a two-year period. 

Among his many films were 
"Midsummer Madness” (1920), 
"What Every Woman Knows" 
(1921), ‘Tess of the dUrber- 
villas" (1921), "The Jazz Singer" 
U82?> and “Stage Struck” (1958). 

Returning to the theater in 1933, 
he appeared in “The First Apple," 
then toured in such shows as “The 
Petrified Forest” and “The Male 

Animal, '* Later, he appeared In 
such Broadway hits as the Pulitzer 
prize-winning “The Skin of Our 
Teeth," “Tomorrow the World" and 
“State of the Union." He wooed 
Madeleine Carrol In “Goodbye, My 
Fancy” and appeared with Ger- 
trude Lawrence In a revival of 
"Susan and God” (1943). 

Between stage appearances, the 
blue-eyed, blond Mr. Nagel return- 
ed to Hollywood numerous times to 
make movies, but he regarded New 
York as his home. 

Mr. Nagel had appeared fre- 
quently on radio and television. In 
1937 his distinctive voice was heard 
as host of the Silver Theater radio 
broadcasts and of Radio Readers’ 
Digest. In 1948 he became host of 
"Celebrity Time.” a weekly show 
on the American Broadcasting 
Company television network. 

Mr. Nagel was president of the 
Associated Actors and Artists of 
America, and was a member of the 
national board of the American 
Federation of Television and Radio 
Artists, as well as of the union's 
local board. He also was a director 
of the Screen Actors Guild. 

He was bom in Keokuk, Icrwa, 
and graduated from Highland Park 
College in 1914. He made his pro- 
fessional debut that year with the 
Princess Stock Company in Des 
Moines. 

He was married three times, to 
Ruth Helms, Lynn Merrick and 
Michael Coulson Smith. AH three 
marriages ended in divorce. He 
leaves a daughter and a son. 


in Bala-Cynwyd, a Philadelphia 


suburb. 

Dr. Bortz was a member of the 
White House commission on Aging 
and served as a panel chairman 
of the recent White House Con- 
ference on Food, Nutrition, and 
Health. He was president of the 
American Geriatrics .Society in 
1960-61 and of the American Medi- 
cal Association in 1947-48. He also 
was a founder of the World Medical 
Association. 

' At his death Dr. Bortz was senior 
consultant In medicine at Lankenau 
Hospital, where he had been chief 
of medical services for 30 years. 

When he was the AMA president. 
Dr. Bortz predicted that the life 
span In this country would be 100 
years by the 1970s. He told a 
Senate subcommittee: “Five women 
to each two men will be hitting 
the century-mark, healthy, hearty, 
and, lefts hope, well-heeled.” 

Dr. Bortz estimated that the re- 
tirement age by that time would 
be 85 or 90. In later years he ex- 
pressed strong opposition to the 
pensioning of healthy workers at 
age 65. Dr. Bortz declared: "Man's 
essential function is to work.”

India Orders V.S. to Close 
5 of Its 9 Cultural Centers

NEW DELHI, Feb. 25 (NTT) 
UB. Ambassador Kenneth B. Keat- 
ing and the Indian Foreign Min- 
istry exchanged veiled barbs yes- 
terday after the ministry ordered 
the American Embassy to close 
five of its nine cultural centers in 
the country within three months. 

The order was the apparent back- 
lash from the Tndinn government's 
embarrassment two months ago at 
having to tell the Soviet Union to 
stop building a cultural center in 
the state of Kerala. The Russians 
had started construction on the 
center in Trivandrum, the state 
capital in violation of government 
policy. 

This policy, laid down in 1954, 
bars a foreign embassy from open- 
ing a. cultural center, library read- 
ing room or other similar facility 
in any .Indian city where that for- 
eign government does not have an 
embassy or a consular or trade 
office. 

The five United States Informa- 
tion Service centers that have been 
ordered closed were opened prior 
to the 1954 policy directive The 
Russians have for some time tried 
to persuade the Indian government 
bo close down these five centers. 

The order, which was dated last 
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Wednesday and which simply made 
the 1954 policy retroactive, was 
addressed to all foreign embassies 
in India and did not mention the 
United States by name, although 
it was the only government serious- 
ly affected. 

In fact, although a Foreign Min- 
istry spokesman insisted that other 
governments were affected, he said 
he would not be able to name them 
“until all the information is in." 

Mr. Keating, upon learning of 
the order Monday, although it had 
not yet been delivered to him, 
took his objections immediately to 
Foreign Minister Diflesh Singh, but 
got nowhere. 

When the order still did not ar- 
rive today (the Foreign Ministry 
explained it was being delivered to 
the embassies in alphabetical 
order), Mr. Keating sent an aide 
to the ministry to pick up a copy 
and then issued a two-paragraph 
statement, which said in part: 
“Whether India wants to Increase 
or decrease Its cultural contacts 
with the United States is entirely 
a decision for India.” 

The Foreign Ministry responded 
a few hours later with a counter- 
statement saying that the order 
was issued “riot' with a view to 
curtailing cultural contacts,” but to 
“improving [their] quality.” 

In the order, the government said 
It “will be happy” to accept the 
affected cultural centers and their 
extensive libraries as gifts If the 
Americans wished “to hand [them] 
over.” 


Peru Seizes, 
Fines U.S. 
Fishing Boat 

$15,000 for Working 
Within 200-Mile Limit

LIMA, Peru, Feb. 35 CNYT).— The 
Peruvian government seized and 
fined yesterday an American fish- 
ing boat — the first boat seized on 
the Pacific tuna fishing grounds 
off the Peruvian coast this season. 

In its handling of the case, ob- 
servers here said, the Peruvian 
military government tried to avoid 
putting a strain on its slowly 
healing relations with the UE. gov- 
ernment. 

The boat escorted into port by 
a Peruvian Navy gunboat was the 
Western King, of Seattle, which 
was seized and fined last May 18 
at the height of the confrontation 
between Peru and the United States 
over fishing rights. Peru claims 
sovereignty over waters within 200 
miles of its shore but the united 
States only recognizes a 12-mfle 
limit. 

Officials here said the boat was 
required to pay a total of S15.072 
— the same amount it paid last year 
—despite a provision in Peruvian 
law for Increased fines for second 
offenders. 

The Peruvian Navy said the 
Western King was found late Mon- 
day afternoon fishing 76 miles off 
Cabo Blanco, where the tuna tradi- 
tionally congregate at this time of 
year. The navy said the boat, which 
180 tons of tuna In its holds, was 
escorted to the northern part of 
Talara. 

The boat stayed to take on 
provisions after satisfying Peruvian 
legal requirements. 

Officials in Lima said the West- 
ern King's agents had paid $5,024 
for temporary Peruvian registry 
and a license to fish within waters 
200 miles offshore.

Concrete -polymer Involves 
several additional steps, Mr. Stein- 
berg said. 

First the concrete is mixed, cast 
and allowed to Eet for 28 days of 
curing in a humid atmosphere. 
Then it is placed in an infrared 
oven, where the remaining mois- 
ture is removed. 

The hard, dry concrete slab Is 
then placed in a vacuum chamber, 
which is filled with a liquid resin 
such as methyl methacrylate. The 
liquid soaks into the tiny pores of 
the concrete. 

The liquid is hardened into a 
plastic by exposing it to radiation 
from a source such as Cobalt-60. 

Besides increasing concrete’s ten- 
sile strength, he continued, the 
plasticizing process makes concrete 
almost totally impermeable to 
water. It was also found to increase 
the bonding properties of concrete 
to steel in making reinforced con- 
crete. 

The process increases the cost of 
concrete, however. Mr. Steinberg 
estimated that it would double the 
cost of finished concrete pipe but 
would more than double its life- 
time.

Russia Claims 
Pollution-Free 
Engine (Almost) 


MOSCOW, Feb. 35 CNYT). — 
Soviet engineers have designed an 
automobile engine that "practical- 
ly” will not pollute the air with, 
gas exhaust, Tass, the official 
Soviet press agency, said today. 

The engine, according to Tass,

government commission and has 
been recommended for serial pro- 
duction.'’

Wilson Replies 

Tonight Mr. Wilson made his 
reply at the end of a two-day 
debate on the Common Market 
issue in the House. It was notable 
Tor Its restraint and nonpolitical 
character. He passed lightly over 
the personal doubts about his own 
position and emphasized the his- 
toric opportunity for Britain. 

Mr. Wilson's strongly pro-Euro- 
pean air confirmed the lmnresslon 
of observers that, despite the par- 
tisan flurry in the last few days, 
the net effect of the House debate 
was to confirm the commitment of 
British political lenders to the ap- 
plication for admission to the Com- 
mon Market. 

That impression is a vital one 
as the time for negotiations ap- 
proaches. Just yesterday In Wash- 
ington, President Georges Pom- 
pidou of France expressed renewed 
skepticism about Britain's real 
desire to be a part of Europe. 

For 45 minutes today Kir. Heath 
delivered a serious, rather heavy 
speech appraising the pros and 
cons and once Spain coming down 
for British membership. He said 
it was especially important to settle 
the question after all the false 
starts of earlier years. 

“I think the Six will have to 
settle It reasonably quickly.” he 
said. "In two or three years. Which 
ever way it is settled they will then 
go ahead, either with or without 
us. The community Is gaining 
momentum now." 

The Tory leader was followed by 
Roy Jenkins, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, who was a leading 
figure in the pro-European move- 
ment for years before Labor took 
office. He said he would respond 
only to the "thoughtful" part of 
Mr, Heath's speech-— the first 45 
minutes. He made no partisan 
points. 

Agriculture a Problem 

Mr. Jenkins said Britain's pros- 
pects for entry are better now 
than in the past because its 
balance of payments was at last 
in surplus and the Elk seemed 
readier to accept it.

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Terrorism Against Israel 


There is nothing pretty about either side 
of the quasi-war between Egypt and Israel, 
or the general state of hfwt-intiPK or near 
hostilities In the region. But the Arab ter- 
rorism against Israel Is, of course, of another 
order — despicable, degrading, contemptible 
In its indiscrimination between innocents 
and combatants, and, finally, desperately 
dangerous in the emotions it stirs and the 
reprisals it invites. This is all so obvious 
that it hardly needs reiteration, even In the 
lace of the latest outrages— the blowing up 
of a Swissair plane, with 47 killed, and the 
near-miss of an Austrian plane, not to men- 
tion the bombing of a tourist bus in the 
Holy Land. 

It becomes even more difficult to know 
what can usefully be said when the villains 
of this tragedy are so remote from effective 
international influence or pressure or con- 
trol It is all very well to talk about Arab 
terrorism, and that is in one sense what It 
is — that Is What all cl rf- nraR t. Hnt} al 

evidence points to— but It is less easy to 
know how to proceed from there. In theo- 
ry, Arab governments Should be held ac- 
countable for letting terror groups operate 
-within their territory. In practice, there is 
at least some reason to question whether 
the governments in question can exercise 
effective control, with even the best will— 
which Is Itself questionable. The issue was 
a little simpler when the Arab commando 
groups were freely taking credit for those 
atrocities, but now they are disavowing a 
hand in the latest air crashes and while 
this proves nothing, It may at least suggest 
that the command os themselves may sense 
that they have gone too fax. Terror which 


Is disavowed loses most of Its terrorizing 
effect and therefore much of Its purpose. If 
the leaders of these commando movements 
are no longer prepared to take public credit 
for these acts. It might mean that they 
have concluded that they are doing their 
cause more harm than good. 

But we cannot, of course, count on that, 
from men who have amply demonstrated 
their readiness to play this kind of grisly 
game with human life. The real answer- 
short of some ultimate resolution of the 
Arab-Israeli conflict— must lie in some con- 
certed International effort to improve secur- . 
lty In the air while simultaneously bringing 
pressure on the Arab governments, especial- 
ly Syria, Jordan and Lebanon, to take 
greater responsibility for what goes on with- 
in their countries or originates from them; 
it may be that they can never stamp out 
the terrorist movements entirely or that 
they might not find some other havens. 
But the Arab governments should be ex- 
pected to try harder than they have. 

In the meantime, the shutting off of air- 
man and air freight deliveries to Israel by 
nine major European airlines is only valid 
as a temporary measure, while security is 
reassessed and improved. To penalize Israel 
in any permanent way is to put a premium 
on terror tactics. It is up to the interna- 
tional community, working in concert, to 
find a better way, not just for Israel's sake, 
vital as that is, or for the sake of promot- 
ing the safety of international air routes 
everywhere, Important as that is, but for 
the sake of preventing the Arab-Israell con- 
flict, nasty as It now Is, from getting even 
nastier.

Who Are the Friends of Israel? 


The rout of Laotian forces, strongly sop- 
ported by American airpower, In the Pl&lne 
des Jams poses a serious test for the Nixon 
Doctrine of limited United States overseas 
Involvement It lends urgency to congres- 
sional efforts to define the limits of Ameri- 
can Involvement in that small but strategic 
state on the borders of Vietnam. 

The Communist thrust in Laos, said to be 
•pearheaded by some 111,000 North Vietnam- 
ese troops. Is clearly in violation of the 
Geneva accords of 1902. But United States 
activities in Laos, still shrouded In official 
secrecy, are also of questionable legitimacy. 
The United States-lnsptred Laotian offen- 
sive last fall Into an area long hdd by the 
Communists practically assured the current 
ootmteroff entire. 

The precipitous withdrawal of the highly 
touted army of Mao tribesmen who seized 
the plain last fall underscores the danger 
Involved In avar-rehance by the United 
States an the capacity of American-trained 
end equipped native troops to take over 
basic combat responsibility tax Southeast 
Asia, The failure of massive American air 
power, including p-52s, to check the Com- 


munist advance is an Indication of the 
limited ability of this kind of United States 
support to overcome the deficiencies of local 
forces. 

This lack of decisiveness of American air 
power has sobering implications for Vietnam, 
where American air and artillery power 
soon may be the principal shield between 
South Vietnamese forces and a determined 
foe. If the Nixon policy of “Vletnamlzation” 
Is pursued. 

The American dilemma in both Vietnam 
and Laos cannot be resolved by sending 
American ground forces to Laos, contrary to 
the spirit of the Nixon Doctrine and the 
desires of Congress. But the outbreak of 
fighting In Laos does re-emphasize the close 
interrelationship of these two areas of con- 
flict. 

The best hope for restoring the Geneva 
accords In Laos and easing the pressure for 
a further unwise Involvement of AmArip^ 
military forces lies in moving rapidly toward 
a settlement In Vietnam. The prolonged 
struggle Implied by the policy of Vietnam- 
lzatlon Increases the danger that Laos will 
become another Vietnam.

The fact that Agnew la toe 
unchallenged new hero of grass- 
roots Republicans, even in tradi- 
tionally liberal Minnesota, only 
adds to the leaders' anguish. 

The divergent reaction to the 
Vice-President here shows that he 
is practicing a Republican version 
of the New Politics, appealing 
directly to the people Without con- 
cent for professional politicians or 
press. Among national figures, only 
Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy has 
even approached the cavalier fash- 
ion in which Agnew treated his 
hosts last Friday. Moreover, he 
is just slightly more attentive to 
political niceties in states where 
the party hier ar chy is friendly. 

Actually, the Minnesota hierar- 
chy did not seek out Agnew to 
speak here. Boasting toe country's 
gtng fie biggest fund-raising dinner, 
the Minnesotans asked far Presi- 
dent Nixon himw wif to address tht* 
1370 affair. They were informed 
that the President would not be 
available for such functions but the 
Vice-President would. With some 
misg i v i n g s, the Minnesotans ac- 
cepted Agnew. 

Liberals 9 Boycott 
Even after Agnew's bam- burning 
polemics In New Orleans and Des 
’wnfn pg autumn transformed 
Mm into tb«* co un tr y' s premier 
political attraction, the liberal Re- 
publican establishment in th» Twin 
Cities area still sulked. Some note- 
worthy Republicans (Including 
Wheelock Whitney, UJS. Senate 
nominee in 1964} decided to boycott 
f.hft dinner. 

But from toe grass roots (in the 
Twin Cities and especially in out- 
state Minnesota) the excitement 
was intense. Although party lead- 
ers in the past had trouble giving 
away $100 tickets bought in. blocks 
by fat cats, demand exceeded sup- 
ply t.hfc« year for the -first time. 
An unprecedented capacity crowd 
of nearly 9JOQO at St.' Paul Audi- 
torium was assured. 

That was toe situation late last 
week when Agnew suddenly sent 
word he would not fulfill his com- 
mitment to appear at a reception 
of the Minnesota Elephants Club 
(2500-and-up contributors) because 
of undefined duties. Furthermore, 
In response to pleas that Agnew 

moderate his rhetoric to con fo r m :- 
to Minnesota's genteel politics, 
Agnew aides replied that even they 


often could not affect what he 
says. 

After Agnew’s plane arrived at 
2 p jn. Friday, he gave uncommu- 
nicative answers to two questions 
from the assembled press and then 
hurried tQ mare than six hours of 
seclusion at toe Sheraton-Ritz 
Hotel In Minneapolis. Contributors 
to the Elephants Club were enraged 
to discover him absent from their 
reception and were not m ollifi ed 
by explanations from state chair- 
man George Thbs about the Vice- 
President's tight schedule. FtoaDy, 
without explanation or apology, 
Agnew turned up an hour lata at 
toe dinner. 

The Vice-President did some- 
what modify his pulse-quickening 
rhetoric to suit the bland Minne- 
sota temper— but not enough for 
party leaders. Seeking the youth 
for Rep. Clark MacGregor in his 
uphill Senate race against Hubert 
H. Humphrey, they wanted a posi- 
tive tone about campus dissent. 
Instead, Agnew was as negative as 
ever. 

Broken Agreement 

The uphshot: Agnew, haring dis- 
dained contact with party leaders 
throughout his stay here, is even, 
mare the demagogic ogre to them. 
He had not yet left town when 
the Wirmp^ n faLTOt began discussing 
a drastic redaction in the Repub- 
lican National Committee's prem-

LONDON, Feb. 25 (NYT), 
Wildcat strikes and the govern- 
ment's credit squeeze have wiped 
out profits for British Leyland 
Motor Corp. for the last four 
months.

commercial paper issued by their 
affiliates. 

In announcing the action, the 
Fed said it took the step at this 
time in order ‘‘to avoid additional 
stringency in money and credit 
conditions.” 

Some bond dealers interpreted 
this decision as further proof that 
the central bank is moving away 
from the severe credit restraint 
in effect since late 1968. 

If the proposals had been put 
Into effect, one bank analyst said, 
commercial banks would have had 
to raise $400 million of additional 
reserves at the central bank. 

He described the decision not 
to apply reserve requirements on 
bank commercial paper as the 
“biggest market. letter of the year* 
to shed light on central banking

A spokesman for the Fed, how- 
ever, said he would not consider 
the proposals dead. 

Robert W. Sarnoff, RCA chair- 
man, said the company was “con- 
sidering the possibility of raising 
additional capital by a public of- 
fering of new senior debt" — inter- 
mediate-term notes and long-term 
debentures totaling $150 million.

N.Y. Restriction

Prices Surge 
In Late Rally 
Ou Big Board 

Sparked by a Bank’s 
Cut in Its Prime Rate

NEW YORK. Feb. 25 (NYT).— 
An explosive rally in the final half 
hour, touched off by a reduction 
in the prime rate by a small Phila- 
delphia bank, sent New York Stock 
Exchange stock prices soaring to- 
day in their best performance of 
1970. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age ran up 13.86 to close at 768.28 
with the ticker tape running three 
minutes lnte at the bell. 

At 2:30 p.m~ with the market 
apparently ready to finish another 
routine day. the blue-chip baro- 
meter was ahead by only 1.32. 

Then, at 2:32 p.m., news tickers 
carried the announcement of the 
rate cut. 

Swift Reaction 

The reaction was swift and 
dramatic os trading volume sud- 
denly surged. Glamour stocks 
boomed as short sellers, in the 
words of one Wall Street broker, 
“staged something of a buying 
panic." 

Virtually every group participated 
in the sweeping advance. Com- 
mercial bank, savings-and-loan and ' 
utility issues, known as money- 
rate stocks, were strong. Also mov- 
ing higher were cement, aerospace, 
railroad, construction, motion pic- 
ture and drug Issues. 

The Big Board showed 1,005 ad- 
vances and only 346 declines — an 
impressive display of power— as 
turnover rose to 1323 million 
shares from yesterday’s 10.81 mil- ' 
lion turnover. Trading in the 
final hour jumped to 4.82 million 
shares. 

Big Point Gainers 

Big point gainers Included: Bur- 
roughs, up 4 3/8 to 153: Corning 
Glass, up 7 1/2 to 233: Honeywell, 
up 4 1/4 to 140 1/4; Telex, up 5 1 *2 
to 130. and Johnson & Johnson, 
up 5 3/4 to 158. Both Fairchild 
Camera and University Computing 
rose more than 3 each. 

In New York, major banks play- 
ed down the significance of the 
rate cut. However, informed bank-- 
ers believe generally that a reduc- 
tion in tbe prime rate will come 
by summer. 

Thus, the move by the Phila- 
delphia bank was regarded as a 
harbinger of events expected even- 
tually to' occur on the earier-money 
front. The massive uncertainty — 
and the market’s main recent de~. 
pressant— hinges upon the ’timing 
of widespread rate cuts. 

“The spring robin is coming 
sooner or later,” commented one 
brokerage-house official. “Today’s 
rally shows what the stock market 
wants to do."

When two promising lines 
of play suggest th em selves, 
it may not 'be easy to decide 
which to adopt, especially in a 
tournament, when overtricks 
are a consideration. This was 
South's problem on the diagram- 
ed deal. 

-'When South opened one 
spade West made a pre-emp- 
tive ■ jump to three clubs, 
effectively crowding the auc- 
tion for North. 

North rejected the natural 
hid of three diamonds, which 
would perhaps have led the 
partnership to the excellent 
small slam contract available 
in that suit, In the Interests 
of showing that his dubs 
were good enough to play 
no-trump. 

As it happens, three no- 
trump would have resulted 
in a good score. The game 
could not have been defeated 
and North would have made 
at least ll tricks unless East 
was inspired to lead a spade 
in the face of South's open- 
ing bid. 

Naturally enough, no-trump 
did not appeal to South, who 
retreated to four hearts, end- 
ing the auction. West led a 
club and South had to choose 
between two plans: cross- 

ruffing or malring use Of 
dummy's diamonds. 

Playing diamonds seemed 
to Offer prospects Of making 
12 tricks, so South won the 
first trick with the dub ace 
In dummy and cashed his ace 
and king of hearts. 

The bad heart division was 
a blow, but not a totally un- 
expected one. Leaving the 
heart queen as a later entry 
to the dummy. South led to 
the diamond queen. East won 


after some hesitation, and 
played the club king to force 
South to ruff. 

This did not hurt the de- 
slarer at aU. Be ruffed and 
continued diamonds. East 
ruffed the third round of dia- 
monds and played his last 
dub, but South was in con- 
trol. He ruffed, led to the 
heart queen, and made the 
last three tricks with dummy’s 
diamonds.

ONE HUNDRED YEARS OF SOLITUDE 


By Gabriel Garcia Marquee. Translated from -the spam-' 
by Gregory Rabassa. Harper <fr How, $ 7 . 35 . ■-

TX> put.tt one way: this Is a 
a chrontcle of the Buendla 
family, .whose successive gen- 
erations have lived and died in 
a mythical I a tin- American town 
called Macando, and its frame- 
work Is a family tree (printed at 
the front of the bode) which 
shows that the astounding pro- 
genitor Jose Arcadlo Buendla 
married Ursula Xguar&n and 
thus produced Colonel Aure- 
llano Buendla (who married Re- 
medies Moscote), that Jo&6 Ar- 
ea dio married Rebeca. and that 
—out there on a limb of her 
own— Amaranta married nobody 
at alL 

But this extraordinary novel 
obliterates the family tree in a 
prose jungle of overwhelming 
magnificence, even to the ex- 
tent of only Infrequently letting 
the people talk In their own 
right I haven’t read this 
Colombian author in bis native 
Spanish, but Gregory Babassa’s 
translation is a triumph of 
fluent, gravid momentum, all 
.stylishness and commonsenalcal 
virtuosity. 

Above an, Garcia M&rquez 
(via his translator) feeds the 
mind's eye non-stop, so much 
so that you soon begin to feel 
that never has what we super- 
ficially call the surface of life 
had so many corrugations and 
configurations, so much bewfl- 
derlngly impacted detail, or men 
so many grandiose movements 
and ties, so many bizarre 
stances and airs. 

So X find It odd that the 
blurb points to 4 the simplicity, 
ease, and purity” of Garcia 
Marquez’s writing while a quot- 
ed review of his previous book, 
“No One Writes to the Colonel,” 
mentions its “serenity" and 
“understatement.” That's like 
railing a mammoth a moth. Let 
it be said at once that, although 
this man's sentences are im- 
maculately built, the vision they 
contain is violent and lurid 
enough to mn-kr the works of 
two better-known Latin-Ameri- 
can s . J. L. Borges and Julio 
Cort&zar, . look (respectively) 
mincing and pretty. 

Take Garcia M&rquez at his 
mildest: 

“He sold everything, even the 
tame jaguar that teased pas- 
sers-by from the courtyard of 
his house, and he bought an 
eternal ticket on a train that 
never stopped traveling. In the 
postcards that he sent from the 
way stations he would describe 
with shouts the instantaneous 
images that he had seen from 
the window of his coach, and 
it was as If he were tearing 
up and throwing into oblivion 
some long, evanescent poem: the 
chimerical Negroes in the cot- 
ton fields of Louisiana, the 
winged horses in the bluegrass 
of Kentucky, the Greek lovers 
in the infernal sunsets of Ari- 
zona. the girl in the red sweater 
painting watercolors by a lake 
in Michigan who waved at him 
with her brushes...” 

It's a prose that's always con- 
trolled, but it expresses a vision 
full of lunges, spurts, mild or 
maniacal hallucinations, pre- 
ternatural heavings and bulging 
gargoyles. Tracing the growth 
of Macando— from jungle vil- 
lage into a town served by a 
railroad and then into ghost 


town— Garda Mfirqtier fa 
like an infatuated god waS 
a planet seethe and bob

18 sittings, attended ceremo- 
nies at the National Portrait Gallery to- 
day to view the finished product along 
with hundreds of invited guests. The 
stark painting, which goes on public 
display tomorrow, drew such comments 
as “atrocious.” “unflattering." “unfair" 
and at best “interesting." 

Mr. Annigoni, who painted a rather 
Idealized portrait of the queen 15 years 
ago. said he expected a lively debate over 
the new effort. He explained that "people 
change over 15 years and the queen Is 
no exception." 

“She is a more mature person today," 
he said. "My problem was to try to blend 
the human being and the symbol. Besides 
the artist really tries to reflect himself. 
I do not paint for the public or even 
the client. I try to satisfy myself." 


Queen Satisfied 


The Italian artist, whose first royal 
portrait brought him fame, apparently 
managed to satisfy the queen as well with 
the stem image developed over a period 
of ten months. He said she often rose 
from her chair in the Yellow Drawing 
Room in Buckingham Palace to come 
over and look at his progress. 

"I can't say what her comments were." 
the artist said. "But I did not want to 
paint her as a film star. I think that 
nowadays it is much easier to be serious 
— there are so many reasons for being 
sad. My view of the monarch is that I 
see and feel her as a very lonely person. w 

The queen does give the impression of 
being lonely, unhappy, aged and proud 
In the portrait, which pictures her stand- 
ing against a dawn sky In the red robes 
of the sovereign of the Order of the 
British Empire. Crowns and jewels have 
been omitted. Her only ornament is the 
Star of the Order of the Garter.

The artist explained that the mark on 
the queen's lower Lip, which Is likely to 
cause comment among Britons, accu- 
rately reflects a royal blemish. He said 
he toned down the mark in recent days 
as well as those on the left ear. which 
appear as strands of hair. The marks, 
however, are still noticeable. 


Mr. Annigoni, who has now painted six 
portraits of the royal family and is not 
known for his humility, also placed the 
initials a m. CA an the right shoulder 
silk. He explained those are the initials 
of his kite wife. 

The painting, executed mostly in oil 
and tempera on a canvas 78 inches by 
70 Inches, did win praise by Dr. Roy 
Strong, the flamboyant director of the 
National Portrait Gallery, who originally 
asked the queen to sit for the painting. 


He said, “It is a terrific job in an age of 
vanishing monarchies and 1 think it is 
destined to be a famous picture." 

After the queen agreed to Dr. Strongb 
request, the portrait was commissioned 
by Hugh Leggatt, a London art dealer, 
who paid the artist $4,800 and presented 
the painting to the National Gallery, 
located behind the British Museum near 
Trafalgar Square. The artist said he 
agreed to the low fee because he loves 
England. 

“I think anything new is bound to 
receive critical controversy," Mr. Leggatt 
said. "But I am delighted with it for it 
does very much for the dignity of this 
country. It Is very majestic. There cer- 
tainly have been remarks that she is 
looking severe and I think this is very 
true.”
